Little more than a week re¬ 
mains in which the Home Own¬ 
ers’ Loan Corporation can accept 
applications from distressed home 
owners for refinancing loans by 
which they hope to avoid financial 
trouble possibly involving loss of 
their homes.

closure. The Corporation cannot 
consider the applications from 
persons who are able to carry 
their present mortgages or to 
obtain refinancing elsewhere. Such 
ineligible applications merely ob¬ 
struct the work of the Corpora¬ 
tion field offices in handling 
cases of real distress. 

The same general tests of 
eligibility apply to newly filed 
requests for loans as are applied 
to earlier applications now in 
process of closing or rejection. 

The applicant must have been in 
involuntary default on his pres¬ 
ent mortgage on June 13, 1933, 
unless a default occurring later 
is shown to have resulted from 
unemployment or other misfor¬ 
tune. The corporation was cre¬ 
ated to protect honest home own¬ 
ers who are in temporary diffi¬ 
culty and not to offer lower in¬ 
terest rates to mortgagors, or to 
save lenders from past mistakes 
of judgment in making excessive j 
loans. 

The home must have a value 
not exceeding $20,000, and must 
be occupied by the owner or held 
by him as his homestead. The 
maximum loan is $14,000, or 80 
percent of the value of the prop¬ 
erty, whichever is smaller. Any 
applicant who has deliberately 
defaulted on his present indebt¬ 
edness will be rejected. 

For the redemption of the 
home from forced sale or invol¬ 
untary surrender, such transfer I 
must have taken place since i 
January 1, 1930.

S IXTY nine years ago the 
Chicago Art Institute, 
(which now ranks with the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine 
Arts and New York’s National 
Academy of Design) opened its 
first class for the instruction in 
the fundamentals of art, with a 
smaller group of registered stu¬ 
dents than did the Municipal Art 
League two years ago.

Sweet corn is reasonably 
drought resistant so long as it is 
cultivated frequently. After the 
plants are well developed, one 
should remove all side shoots, or 
suckers, and then sightly hill the 
rows, pulling the soil* 4 to 6 
inches up the stalks on both 
sides. 

The “Black Mexican” is one ot 
the richest flavored and most 
tender of sweet corns. Many 
home gardeners hesitate to plant 
this delicious corn, because they 
are misled by the bluish-black 
color of the ripe seed, but when 
in table condition, the pearly- 
white kernels are considered su- 


when eaten Immediately 
after harvesting, because 
the quality and flavor deteriorate 
rapidly after the ears are pulled 
from the plants.

strains, it should yield 120 to 180 
ears. 

In both white and yeliow-ker- 
neled sorts, there are early, late 
and mid-season varieties. The 
earliest will have ears ready for 
the table in 70 days, while the 
larger, later varieties require 90 
to 100 days. The ears are ready 
for pulling when the silk has 
turned black. 

Warm weather .rich soil and 
moderate moisture are best for 
corn. The seedling plants are very 
delicate, and cold weather checks 
their development, so that often 
later plantings do better than 
early ones. 

Seeds may be planted either In 
rows or hills. It is better to 
enrich poor soil in hills, dropping 
five or six seeds per hill, spaced 
3 feet apart each way. If planted 
in rows they should be spaced 
2R to 4 feet apart, depending 
upon the height of the variety, i 
dropping the seeds at the rate j 
of five or six to the foot, and | 
covering them about 2 inches :
